McKINLEY IS ELECTED. 


After canvassing the latest returns from Indiana, Michigan, California and other 


doubtful states, Senator Jones last night conceded McKinley's election and notified 
Mr. Bryan to that effect. 
Immediately on receipt of the news Mr, Bryan wired his 


congratulations to Mr. McKinley. 


The vote for McKinley is claimed to be 257, which would leave Bryan 190. It 


is plain, therefore, that the first claims for McKinley, which gave him 305 votes, are 
largely reduced. The loss of Indiana and Michigan by the democrats removed all 
doubt as to McKinley's victory. 
The returns are now sufficiently authentic to settle 


all doubt on both sides and the people now hail Mr. McKinley as the next presi- 
dent of the United States. 


ALL DOUBT NOW REMOVED 


By Late Reports From the Doubtful 


States, 


McKinley Has 257 Votes Cer- 


tain—Mr. Bryan wires His Con- 
gratulations to the Victor—Mc- 
Kinley Thanks Hanna—Other 
Reports. 


Chicago, Nov. 6. — Chairman Jones Is- 


sued the following statement last nlgilt: 


"The result of the presidential election 


la apparently no longer In doubt. It haa 
been one of the 'closest contests that the 
people havq been called on to determine 
in recent years. "We have claimed .the 
election on our advices from states that 
were admittedly In doubt. In which we 
knew there had been many frauds, and 
from which there were evidences of tam- 
pering with the returns. It seems now 
to be apparent that, while Mr. Bryan, 
after maklnff the most brilliant cam- 
paign in the history of our country, and 
having carried most of the states claimed 
to be doubtful, has not carried enough 
to assure his success In the electoral col- 
lege. Bryan electors have been chosen 
from all the states south of the Potomac 
e.nd Ohio except West Virginia, and all 
those west of the Missouri except'Call- 
fornlt and Oregon. He haa 190 electoral 
votes, and this number may be increased 
by final returns from states yet in ques- 
tion. He has not obtained enough voles 
to carry the electoral coHeee. Thus this 
remarkable campaign closes with the 
election of "William McKinley. 


"The result was brought about by 


every kind of coercion and intimidation 
on the part of the money power, includ- 
ing threats o£ lockouts and dismissals, 
and impending starvation; by the em- 
ployment of by far the largest campaign 
fund ever used In this country, and by 
tbe subornation of a large portion of the 
American press. 


The president-elect and his party are 


under pledge to the American people 
to continue the gold standard and by 
Its operation, to restore prosperity to this 
country. AB chief executive, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley will hove the cordial support 
of the millions of patriotic Americans 
who have cast their votes for William 
Jennings Bryan. They bow to the ma- 
jesty of the office and abide by the result 
with, none of the mutterlntrs that would 
nave come from the moneyed power, had 
It been unsuccessful 


They are confident the gold standard 


cannot give the promised prosperity, but 
will gladly acknowledge It If It comes. 
They will continue the great struggle 
for the uplifting of humanity and the 
maintenance of the dignity of our coun- 
try in the establlBhraent of the Ameri- 
can monetary system. And the Demo- 
cratic party, aided by Its political allies, 
will still uplift the bimetallic standard 
and bear It on to victory." 


Chairman "Washburn of the Populist 


national committee late yesterday after- 
noon conceded the election o-f McKinley. 
"The returns today point to McKinley'g 
election," he said. "With tne states west 
of the Missouri and south of the Ohio, 
we had 209 electoral votes, not including 
Maryland or Delaware. We must hold 
all of them, and carry either Indiana or 
Michigan, In order to win. If we lose 
California or West Virginia or any other 
state, It renders It necessary to carry 
both Indiana, and Michigan, which at 
this time does not seem probable."

Mrs. Bryan, and then, after being 
amended in some slight particulars, so 
an to conform to suggestions made by 
her, w&s given to the press. While writ- 
Ing the message, and after It was corn- 
plated, Mr. Bryan chatted pleasantly 
with the newspaper correspondents, In- 
dicating by his manner that he felt re- 
lieved to have the matter deflnltely de- 
"termlned, even though the result was'ad- 
verse to him. 
He also showed very 


plainly that Senator Jones' message was 
no surprise to him, ae It Indeed was not, 
for as those who have bean In his con- 
fidence know, he hud'considered the bat- 
tle as practically lost ever since the first 
night after the election. He.however, 
felt that It would be both discourteous 
and unwise to give out any intimation 
to this effect until the national commit- 
tee had spoken. 


Mr. Bryan announced that he would at 


once issue an address, but he declined 
to make any statement, or to submit to 
an Interview, further than to say that the 
flght lor silver had Just begun. It Is 
known to be his purpose to devote much 
of hie time In the future to educating the 
people to th£ acceptance of his views on 
the financial question, and It Is intended 
to Bound the keynote In the paper which 
be will laaue. He will dwell upon the ef- 
fects of a single gold atandard, and will 
urge the advocates of bimetallism to 
maintain their organizations, and use 
their utmost endeavors in behalf of tills 
cause until it wins at the polls. 


Mr. Bryan also declined to outline Ids 


future plans, or to give his opinion as to 
the causes which led to his- defeat It 16 
quite certain, however, tlust Ise will tit 
tempted by none of the Scattering offers 
which are coming to him to leave Lincoln. 
Hu will remain about his home Jor the 
next few weeks, recuperating, for, while 
not exhausted by the duties of the cam- 
paign, he confesses to a feeling of lan- 
guor, as a result of the ardious labors ol 
the past four months. It Is also believed 
that Mr. Bryan considers that the result 
of the election has In it much to encour- 
age the advocates of independent action 
by this country on the Question ol the 
free coinage of silver.

JUDGEMENT OF TEE PEOPLE. 


The Freaeat Tendency Toward the DlB- 


francUlncment or Che Propertylcss. 
The class straggle is already desper- 


ate. On the industrial horizon a vast 
array of power is standing over againat 
them and their interests. When tlje? in- 
quire how tfaa forces of labor are order- 
ed, the gif bs ot reason and nature con- 
trolled nnd the prodnfjiof industrial en- 
ergy distributed, they 'Vid all this is 
largely under the manii.».;',tion of men 
who know nothing by experience of tho 
actual toilers of the land and are indif- 
ferent to the experience of tho masses. 
These men nro careless of tho abomina- 
tions of swnatshops, and, sitting far 
from the .scenes of real nnd produotivo 
labor, mutiage to win gains by tho dc- 
vico of their wits and to put a tax for 
their enrichninnt on eTery shovel, every 
hammer, ever tool indeed, thatis wield- 
ed by tho hand of toil. Labor sees tho 
various industries dominated 'by trade 
combinations, trusts, syndicates and mo- 
nopolies iiiaiost innumerable. There are 
iiist.i buttons that makenchi|tel of labor 
and are designed to control the produc- 
tion and prices of commodities in all 
lines. Incalculable sums of money back 
aud maintain them for the functions 
which they are intended to perform. In 
view of such facts it isiio vfonSor if the 
roiling hofits, beholding this array of 
power and judging it to bo inimical to 
their freedom nnd welfare, feel called 
upon to oppose it by a pool of their bal- 
lots in soif defonse. 


Thore is something far worse arising 


in tho American horizon, something 
that threatens even farmoro worse than 
corporate greed nnd tho arrogance of 
wealth, to bring about a bitter and un- 
compromising conflict of class with 
class. This is the growing distrust of 
tho principle of democracy itself. It was 
contended at the Unitarian club Iho 
other oviniug, nnd tho contention was 
greeted T7itli applcuse, that it ia not safe 
to yield oursolvea sympathetically to tho 
njiud and heart of common humanity. 
What the people at large think was de- 
clared to be fit matter only for calm, 
oool, scientific) investigation. Weshonld 
know the attitude of the common people 
only to bo intelligent teachers of them, 
showing them the follies of their orude 
ideas which we as tatter men peroeivo. 


I am obliged to confess that always 


when I bear such things said I can see 
finally that they mean the uprising 
again of that old consciousness of aris- 
touraoy. This was made clear to me 
when I henrdit declared that whosoever 
makes common cause with the popular 
mind and heart does so at the sacrifice 
of those best personal qualities which 
we admire and honor. The tendency of 
democracy, it is said, is to put the con- 
trol of public affairs into tho hands of 
the ignorant and the proporfcrloss, and 
when that is done it is bound to result 
in attempts to proonro money fraudu- 
lently. 


At once I fell to wondering what had 


become of onr favorite Unitarian doc- 
trine of the dignity of human nature, 
the trust not only in God, but in man, 
and I am glad to raise a voice once more 
in behalf of even the ignorant and the 
propertyless, to stand ont for a democ- 
racy -which shall "give and preserve to 
them and for each of them a voice in 
our public affairs on equal terma with 
the wisest sage in America and • with 
millionaires of the Pacific railroads and 
Standard Oil, for no man can make 
sure of his own right to voice and vote 
except hy granting and defending the 
right of each other to ntter hia own 
word and record hia vote as the eiprea- 
sion of his will 


This is a false cry that we frequently 


hear now, declaring that universal suf- 
frage IB a radical mistake, that the door 
has been thrown too wide open and that 
it would be wall to restrict the right to 
vote to a lesser circle. If wa heed that 
voice and attempt to act upon it, mod- 
ern civilization is doomed and will go 
down under revolution. — Rev. E. B. 
Payne, Berkeley, Col. 


A Ehortop Workday. 


Wagea vary with the value of labor. 


In order to increase the value of labor 
or wagea we must either increase the 
demand or decrease the supply or both. 
Wage earners are consumers and are 
therefore a demand for labor to the ex- 
tent of their \7ages. 'Labor saving ma- 
chinery, by supplanting wage earners, 
decreases the demand for labor, and by 
adding to the number of unemployed 
increases the supply of labor. Anything 
that decreases tho demand for a com- 
modity and increases tho supply will 
sorely cheapen that commodity. 
The 


logical result of machinery ia pauper 
wages. 


A reduction, in the honrs of labor 


without a reduction in wages will cause 
an increase in the number of wago earn- 
ers, as it will require more men, to do 
the work. An increase in the number of 
wage earners is an increase in the num- 
ber of consumers or Aernand for labor 
and a decrease in the number of unem- 
ployed or supply of labor. Anything 
that increases the demand for u com- 
modity and decreases the supply will 
surely increase the valuo of that com- 
dodity. — Cor. Chicago Record.

Ia order to foster agricultural enter- 


prise, such as tobacco planting, raking 
of bananas, cocoa, coffee and sugar, the 
government of Oosta Rica has recently 
decided to upend $50, 000 every .yeiur in 
increasing desirable immigration. The 
introduction of labor is left to private 
initiative, but the government after an 
interval of t«'o years pays to the plant- 
er for every immigrant introduced by 
him the cost of his passage to Costa 
Rica and freight expenses for his equip- 
ment. These inducements make it od- 
Tisablo for Americans to own planta- 
tions in Costa Hica and cultivate there- 
on part of the coffee, cocoa, bananas, 
tmgar, etc., wanted in the United States. 
Bince the Cuban revolution immense 
shipments of coffee and bananas have 
bean made to New Orleans .and New 
York from cvor 100 plantations near 
Port Limon and along the railroad.

employed in the Cubnu wur. This may bo 
tho number of men transported from 
Spain to Havana since March of last year, 
but tho Spanish military publication 
makes'110 reference to the regiments that 
wero In Cuba :it .the outbreak of the war 
or to tho so called volunteers who havt 
been enlisted in Cuba for the Spanish 
service. 
After tnklng account of these, 


thuro In full justification for tho statement 
that as many as £20,000 men carrying the 
Spanish cplors have been engaged in tho 
work of trying to suppress the Cuban In- 
surrection. 


Tlio results have been most discouraging 


to Spain. In the eight months of Weyler's 
military administration, with this great 
nrjuy under his command, he has accojn- 
pllshdd nothing lor his government. 
Ho 


htis Issued savage decrees, which havo in- 
creased the hatred of Cuba for Spanish 
rule, and ho has enforced those decrees in 
a manner which has more than sustained 
Spain's reputation for relentless cruelty in 
war. Vrhlle thus engaged tbls dastard has 
Goon tho revolutionary army constantly 
growing in numbers nnd strength and 
Etoiidily extending tho territory under tho 
control of its commanders. 


All 
tho timo, too, tho outlook gets 


gloomier for Spain in Cuba. Shomayflght 
through tlio coining winter under "Woyler, 
but the Trar rnust be oue of despair. When 
tho -forces of Gomez, Macfio nnd Garcia 
shall bo united near Havana and shall bo 
able to make use of the artillery which 
has ooine into their possession, a struggle 
for tho mastery of tho capital will doubt- 
less be the.next thing heard of. And who 
would attempt to forecast the fortune of 
•Spain: In - such n struggle? ' It might' be 
foreseen If ono could anticipate even o par- 
tial uprising of the Cuban patriots living 
uneasily in Havana. 
In tho ovent of an 


uprising on their part it would bo safe to 
look for the appearance of tho revolutiou- 
ory:flag upon: the Spanish- ramparts at the 
Cuhuu capital.

As to thu treasury of Spain, the premier 


'la in a quandary. He says he hopes that 
tbo railway companies will furnish a loan, 
and he adds, "If wo should vainly ar.hruist 
our foreign resources, I rely upon the pa- 
triotism of tho country to provide finally 
tho means to prush the rebellion in Cuba 
and the Philippine iylauds." But Cauo- 
vas line appealed' to the railway compnuies 
every day fur-months past only to seo their 
backs turned upon him. Ho had previous- 
ly appealed, again arjd again, to tho pa- 
triotism of Spain, without over- securing 
the pesetas for' which he begged.. The 
Spanish people are" anyrywith the govern- 
ment, which hag already Impoverished 
them, and there Is not any likelihood.that 
they will hereafter give it the desired sup- 
plies, however desperate may bo its straits. 
In the absence of funds Spain will lose 
Cuba nnd tho Philippines, besides u great 
deal more, -If not oven u hopeful sprig of 
royalty.

HOW A GEEAT CITY PBEPAHES 


POR THE WINTER. 


How the Tail Supply of Incoming Coal Is 


Bundled at Chicago—Activity at the 
TJookA—Simple: Maclilnery TJoee the 
Work of Many Men. 


Tho troublesome problem of keeping 


warm during the winter, with the unhap-- 
py necessity ot laying in o stock ^of coal 
entailed thereby, is rapidly drawing near. 
The fact is nppreelated both by the man 
who contracted in the spring for his coal 
snp])l7.'.ajjd.br tho jnan who neglected this 
bonrss oiTwlwidm'becauEO the winter soem- 
ed so far off. It Is witnessed also by activ-' 
Iry along tho docks and In the' railroad' 
yorcls, for Chicago, a: "well as the . indl-' 
vlduol citizen, is thiuklng of it* ooal sup- 
ply.

About the end of September - or the be-, 


ginning of . October of each year Ihnro 
comes a moro or less sndden Increase In 
the shipments of coal on the great lakes." 
The domnnd for fuel, which commonly re- 
ceives its winter impetus at that time, and 
the approach of tho. closing of • navigation 
both act as Incentives to the shippers. Ifor 
the two or three months after the dato 
mentioned during which' shipment Is pos- 
sible the lakes are covered with coal carry- 
ing craft, a largo per cent of .which are on. 
their way to tho great. distributing and 
consuming pointat tho head of Lake" Mich-. 
Igan. For tho present year this fall in- 
crease In the coal trade .has begun, and 
Chicago is now tho scene of considerable 
activity i n that line.

Along tbe river, and especially the north 


branch, and at the south Chicago harbor,

An tha idle rucm pursued their jocrncy 


nnd rci'CJuicl a high pesk overlooking tho 
proposed rc«:ivoit they beheld not less 
th;i,M 1,200 .Italian laborers carting, pull- 
ing arid hauling stone, dirt and mortar. 


Investigation brought them to the con- 


clusion that American labor is being 
robbed there of thousands of dollars. 
All of the men at work on the Canisteer 
reservoir, v,-i th the exception of tho fore- 
man ;icd a fow.inii.Bong and skilled me- 
chanics, ara importations who cuuiiot 
Kpuuk a word of English and who havo 
no desire to become Americana in tha 
Hliyhtest sense of tho -word. The only 
thing American they want is the dollar. 


Joso Di Lnccn is tho padrone who 


supplies them. They corn $1.25 per day 
and by slecpicg iu -wretched hovels aad 
eating mncaroui and sardines their liv- 
ing expenses do not exceed. 15 cenfs a 
day. 
In a few uioiithH.they will go back 


to Itiily and take with them in the 
neighborhood of $2flO,QOO, not one of 
which will benefit this country and ev- 
ery one of which ib that much taken 
from honest American workingmcn. 


Tho padrone is nccnrnuhitiug wealth 


rapidly, iind it is eaid that out of tho 
Oauisteor job alone he will net not less 
thuii $H 0,000. He supplies tho men with 
their food and cheap clothing, besides 
receiving n commission from each for 
obtaining him employment. Some of 
the meu bayu been here four orfive sea- 
sons. They cotno in tho spring and go 
back to Italy in the fall to live during 
tho winter on the money they earn in 
this country. 


A number of the workingmeu of 


Patorson favor tho organization of a so- 
ciety having for its object the abolition 
of such a system, and they will be sup- 
ported in their efforts by those in more 
fortunate circumstances. 


They hold that it is this system that 


ia largely responsible for the impover- 
ished condition of many honest families 
and confronts tho municipal government 
with tho necessity of providingfor them 
either in the outdoor relief department 
or providing work for them on the 
streets.—Ivew York World.

The president and secretary of the 


American Federation of Labor and the 
secretaries of the musical unions of 
Chicago, St. Louis, Indianapolis and 
Cincinnati have united in issuing a call 
for a convention of musicians to form a 
new national union of musicians in op- 
posi tion to tho National League of Mn- 
sioionn. 


After isoitijig the troubles of the past 


thai were due to the fact that the mu- 
sicians were isolated from other organi- 
zations and prevented from federating 
by their officers, the.call continues: 


Having arrived at such a state where 


the musicians' -unions have determined 
to organize a national union for the 
purpose of making it protective in all 
its features and in line with the strug- 
gles, tho hopes and aspirations of-the 
organized labor movement of the coun- 
try, we have been authorized and do 
hereby call a convention of mneioiana 
who are organized in protective -unions, 
ossociatione or societies, to be hold at 
the Hotel English, Indianapolis, at 10 
o'clock on Monday, Oct. 19, and there 
to meet and form a national union of 
musicians in full affiliation with the 
other national unions under the banner 
of the Federation of Labor. 


The representation in the convention 


will bo one delegate of each organiza- 
tion represented by 100 members or less, 
and GIJE> additional delegate for each ad- 
ditional 100 members or a majority 
fraction thereof, provided that no or- 
ganization be entitled to more than 
three delegates. 


Value Given Wlrft by Labor. 


In an address before an association.of 


iron and steel managers in England 
some new statistics were brought up on. 
the remarkable achievements that have 
been noted in the manufacture of fine 
wire. The speaker said thut lie bad been 
presented by a wire manufacturer with 
specimens of wire for which $4.32, or 
more than $8, COO per ton, was paid. This 
wire "was largely used in the construc- 
tion of pianos aud other musical aud 
mechanical instruments. Accompanying 
these was a sample of pinion wire, 
which hud a market value of $21.00 per 
pound, or $43,200 per ton, A still move 
remarkable illustration of how a piece 
of steel can be treated so as to become 
more oostly than gold is seen in the 
manufacture of hairsprings. Of. these 
it takes 754 to weigh an ounce of 487 
grains, and 27,000,000 of them to go to 
the ton, -which would cost $400,000. 
Probably the limit of the value that can 
be given, to steel by skilled labor is 
reached in the case of the barbed instru- 
ments used by donrists for extracting 
nerves from teeth, .which, are sold at the 
rate of some |3,150,000 per ton. 


Union For Eight Houn. 


Some of the most prominent members 


of the Central Labor union of the Dis 
trict of Columbia are^eriously discuss 
ing a proposition made to them by tome 
rf the labor loaders in New York city to 
Eiiite with the latter in the organization 
into one grPit body of all the crafts 
whose national organizations have ex- 
pressed a preference for an eight hour 
day, and also that when formed the new 
union shall take up the question as a 
unit and push the subject to a satisfac- 
tory conclusion.

JTJDGEMEE'T OF THE PEOPLE. 


The Present Tendency Toward tho Ula- 


franchlttement of tho Fropertylesa. 
The class struggle is already desper- 


ate. On the industrial horizon a vast 
array of power is stunding over against 
thorn ntid their interests. When tl^ey in- 
quire bow the forces of labor are order- 
ed, the gifts of reason and nature con- 
trolled and the produr-^of industrial en- 
ergy distributed, thoy vid all this is 
largely under the manii.fiution of men 
who know nothing by experience of the 
actual toilers of the land and are indif- 
ferent to tho experience of the masses. 
These men are caroluss of the abomina- 
tions of s\vi!utahoij3, nnd, sitting far 
from tho scenes of real and productive 
labor, manage to -win gains by the de- 
vice ol their -wits nnd to pat a tax for 
their enrichment on every shove], every 
hammer, ever tool indeed, that ia wield- 
ed by the hand of toil. Labor sees the 
various industries dominated by trade 
oombiuations, trusts, syndicates and mo- 
nopolies almost innumerable. There ate 
institutions that makoach:f fcel of labor 
and ftra designed to control tHe produo-. 
tiou and prices of commodities i«i all 
lines. Incalculable Bums of money back 
oijd maintain them for the functions 
which they are intended to perform. In 
view of such facts it is no wonuer if the 
toiling hosts, beholding this array of 
power and judging it to be inimical to 
thoir freedom cvnd -welfare, feel called 
upon to oppose it by a pool of their bal- 
lots in self defense. 


'There is something .far vcorno arising 


in the American horizon, something 
thnt threatens even far more worse than 
corporate gread and the arrogance of 
wealth, to bring about a bitter and un- 
compromising conflict of class with 
class. This is the growing distrust of 
the principle of democracy itself. It was 
contended at the Unitarian club the 
other evening, and tho contention -was 
greeted with applause, that it is not safe 
to yield ourselves sympathetically to the 
rniud and heart of common humanity. 
What the people at large think was de- 
clared to be fit matter only for oalm, 
cool, scientific) investigation. We should 
know tho attitude of the common people 
only to be intelligent teachers of them, 
showing them the follies of thoir crude 
ideas which we na better men perceive. 


I am obliged to confess that always 


when I haar such things eaid I can see 
finally that they mean the uprising 
again of that old consciousness of aris- 
tocracy. This was made clear to me 
when I heard it declared that whosoever 
makes common cause with the popular 
mind and heart does so at tbe sacrifice 
of those beat personal qualities which 
we admire and honor. The tendency of 
democracy, it is said, -is to put the con- 
trol of public affairs into the hands of 
the ignorant and tho propertyless, and 
when that is done it is bound to result 
in attempts to procure money fraudu- 
lently. 


At once I fell to wondering -what had 


become of our favorite Unitarian doc- 
trine of the dignity of human nature, 
the trust not only in God, but in man, 
and I am glad to raise a voice onoe more 
in behalf of even the ignorant and the 
propertyless, to stand out for a democ- 
racy which shall give and preserve to 
them and for each of them a voice in 
our public affairs on equal terms -with 
the wisest sage in America and with 
millionaires of tbe Paoiflo railroads and 
Standard Oil, for no man can moke 
sure of hio own right to voice and vote 
except by granting and defending the 
right of each other to utter his owa 
word and record his vote aa the expres- 
sion of his wilt 


This is a false cry that we frequently 


hear now, declaring that universal suf- 
frage is a radical mistake, that the door 
has been thrown too wide open and that 
it would be well to restrict the right to 
vote to a lessor oirole. If we heed that 
voice and attempt to act upon it, mod- 
ern civilization is doomed and will go 
down under revolution.—Rev. E. B. 
Payne, Berkeley, Cal.

A Shorter Workday. 


Wages vary with the value of labor. 


In order to increase the value of labor 
or wagoa we must either increase the 
demand or decrease the supply or both. 
Wage earners are consumers and are 
therefore a demand for labor to tho ei- 
•tcnt of thoir wages. Labor saving ma- 
ichinery, by supplanting wage earners, 
decreases the demand for labor, and by 
adding to tbe number of unemployed 
increases the supply of labor. Anything 
that decreases the demand for a com- 
modity and increases the supply will 
flnrely cheapen tbat commodity. 
The 


logical result of machinery is pauper 
wages. 


A reduction, in the hours of labor 


without a reduction in wages will cause 
aa increase in the number of wage earn- 
ers, as it will require more men to do 
the work. An increase in ths number of 
wage earners is an inorease in the num- 
ber of consumers or rTemand for labor 
nnd a decrease in the number o£ unem- 
ployed or snpply of labor. 
Anything 


thut increases the demand for a com- 
modity and decreases the supply will 
surely increase the value of thttt com- 
modity.—Cor. Chicago Record.

BRYAN GIVES IT UP.

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 6.—"The nght has 


Just commenced." Thus spoke William 
J. Bryan last night, when asked If he 
considered that the result of the election 
had been a serious blow-to the cause of 
bimetallism. He had Just sent a message 
to Major McKinley, conceding his elec- 
tion, and tendering his congratulations. 
Mr. Bryan surrendered at 3:20 o'clock. 
He had .Just received the signal, and re- 
sponded, within the nextiO minutes, with 
s, telegram to his successful rival. This 
elg-nal was a brief message from Senator 
Jones, chairman oE the national Demo- 
cratic committee. Informing him that he 
did not consider it wise to longer, with- 
hold the concession of McKinley's elec- 
tion. This message was received by 
Mr. Bryan a few minutes after he had 
returned, with his wife, from an evening 
stroll, and in the presence of a dozen 
callers, gathered In the parlor and read- 
Ing room of their residence. The receipt 
of the telegram created no scene what- 
ever, and one unacquainted with, the 
facts would never have suspected from 
the surface Indications the Importance 
of the occasion, uor that the chief.actor 
in the drama had more than a passing 
Interest In it. He banded the telegram 
to Mrs. BryfiJi, who was standing near 
him, ind without B. word, except to ex- 


plain the purport of the- message, sat 
down at his desk and penned the follow- 
ing telegram for Mr. McKinley: 


"Eens.tor Jones hm Just Informed me 


that the returns Indicate your election, 
and I hasten to extend hiy congratula- 
tions. We... have submitted .the issu to 
the American people, and'their-will Is 
IHW." 
. This message was first submitted to 
Mrs. Bryan, and then, after being 
amended In some slight particulars, so 
as to conform to sugg;estlonB made by 
her, was given to the press. While writ- 
ing the message, and after It was com- 
pleted, Mr. Bryan chatted pleasantly 
with the newspaper correspondents, In- 
dicating by his manner that he felt re- 
lieved to have .the matter definitely de- 
termined-, even though the result was ad- 
verse to him. 
He also showed very 


plainly that Senator. Jones' message was 
uo surprise to him, ae It Indeed was not, 
for as those who have been In his con- 
fidence know, he had considered the bat- 
tle as practically lost ever since the lirst 
night after the election. He,however, 
felt that It would ba both discourteous 
and unwise to give out any intimation 
to this effect until the national commit- 
tee had spoken. 


Mr. Bryan announced that he would at 


once issue an address, but he declined 
to xnaka any statement, or to.submit to 
an Interview, f urtner than to say that the 
nght for Bilver had Just begun. It is 
known to be his purpose to devote much 
of his time in the future to educating the 
people to the acceptance of his views on 
the financial question, and it Is Intended 
to sound the keynote In the paper which 
he will Issue. He will dwell upon the ef- 
fects of a single gold etandard, and< will 
urge the-advocates of bimetallism to 
maintain their ^organizations, and use 
their utmost endeavors' In behalf of this 
cause until It wins at the polls. 


Mr. Bryan also declined to outline; his 


future plans, or to give his opinion as to 
the causes which led to his-defeat. It i 
ciulte certain, however, tli2t he will bt 
tempted.by none of the fiatterlng oilers 
which are coming to him to leave Lincoln. 
He will remain about his home for the 
next fe'w weeks, recuperating, for, while 
not exhausted by the duties of the cam 
palgn, he confesses to a feeling of lan- 
guor, as a result of the ardlous labors ol 
the past four months. It is also believed 
that Mr. Bryan considers that the result 
of the election has In It much to encour- 
hge.the advocates of Independent action 
by this country on the- question of the 
free coinage of silver.

Having arrived at such a state where 


the musicians' unions have determined 
to organize a national union for the 
purpose of making it protective in all 
its features and in line with the strug- 
gles, the hopes and aspirations of the 
organized labor movement of the coun- 
try, we have been authorized and do 
hereby call a convention ol musicians 
•who ore organized in protective unions, 
associations or societies, to be held at 
the Hotel English, Indianapolis, at 10 
o'clock on Monday, Oct. 19, and there 
to meet and form a national union of 
musicians in fall affiliation with the 
other national unions nnder the banner 
of cho Federation of Labor. 


Tho representation in the convention 


will bo one delegate of each organiza- 
tion represented by 100 members or less, 
und one additional delegate for each ad- 
ditional 100 members or a majority 
fraction thereof, provided that no or- 
ganization be entitled to more than 
three delegates. 


Value Given Wire by Labor. 


T-p an address before an association of 


iron and steel managers in England 
some new statistics ware brought op on 
the remiirkablo achievements that have 
been noted in tho raaunfficture of fine 
wire. The speaker saidthuthe had been 
presented by a wire manufacturer with 
epecimeus of wire ''or which $4. 32, or 
morethau£8,GOO per ton, was paid. This 
•wire -was largely used in the construc- 
tion of pinnos and other musical and 
mechanical instruments. Accompanying 
these wns a sample of piuiou wire, 
which, had a marketvalue of $31.60 per 
pound, or $43,200 per ton.
